—Do not let plants bear seed unletl 


you need it.

—Boiled Frosting.—One cupot gran- 


ulated sugar and five tablespoonfuls of 
milk, boil four or five minutes, then 
stir till cold and put on a cool cake.— 
Household. 


—Marbled Veal.—Take some cold 


veal, season, splice and beat in amor- 
tar; skin a boiled veal tongue, pound 
to a paste, adding its weight in butter; 
put some of the veal and some of the 
tongue in layers in a kettle; press 
down and pour clarified butter over the 
top. 
Lot cool, and cut in slices.—Ex- 


change. 


—Lay ears of corn in a pan and roast 


in the oven until nearly black and re- 
duced to charcoal. Chop small and 
scatter among straw or hay on tho hen 
house or barn iloor, and let tho chickens 
scratch for it, which they will do as 
euo-erly as beggar children scramble 
for" coin. Huns need exercise and 
amusement, and tho above will furnish 
both, as well as healthful nutriment.—

—Fish Pic.—Boil one quart potatoes 


in boiling water and salt. Soak one 
quart, of stale bread in cold water, and 
wring it dry in a' clean towel; season 
it well with pepper, salt and a table- 
spoonful of chopped parsley. 
Cut two 


pounds of codfish in small slices and 
lay it in cold, salted water. When the 
potatoes are done, pool them, mash 
them through a colander, and season 
with pepper and salt. Put the fish and 
bread in alternate layers in a pudding 
dish, make a top crust of the potatoes, 
and bake tho pie an hour in a moderate 
oven.—.Farm, Field, and Stockman. 


—E. W. Stewart says that flaxseedis 


a preventive of disease—a food medi- 
cine. Its oil is very soothing to the 
stomach and intestines, and i3 also 
rich in food for muscle and bone. One 
of tho best ways to use flaxsoed is to 
boil it in six times its bulk of water till 
it forms a jolly; then mix a little ol 
this jolly with wheat bran and yon 
have an excellent food for growing a 
pig. This is also good food for the 
brood sow, promoting her yield of 
milk. If used in this way, one pound 
of flaxsecd is mixed with ten' pounds 
of bran. Pigs very soon get a liking 
for the taste of flaxseed.— Boston Globe.

Although the animals of land and 


noa differ materially in shape and ap. 
poarancc, they have a certain marked 
resemblance in their habits and cus- 
toms. Thus tho birds, from the robin 
to the eagle, present a perfect grada- 
tion from forma of a mild and gentle 
disposition to thoso of fierce and preda 
tory natures. Turning to the ocean 
wu find that tills is equally true of tho 
iishes. The mullet is tho robin, am 
tho savage shark tho eagle, hawk or 
vulture. 
So in all groups of animals 


the various families arc adapted for dif 
forcnt paths in life, and some of tin 
comparisons that may be drawn arc 
most interesting and instructive. 


Among the land animals, tho dog 


aud certain members of the cat tribe 
us ttio hunting leopard, or cheetah, are 
famous) for tlieiv hunting proclivities 
the wild dogs of Australia, especially 
hunting in organized bands, and ex 
hibiting marvelous skill in runninf 
down their prey. The domestic hour)' 
performs the same service under in 
sli-uction; and, by continued training 
it has altaiuod a grade of cxcellenc 
if any thing superior to that of tho wil< 
animals, whose wonderful instict i 
alone the instigator of their actions 
The peculiarity of these animals, as ha 
biiim suggobled, is that they hunt 
packs; ami, curiously enough, among 
certain aquatic and marine forms we 
iiiul many similar cases. 
Tho true 


hounds of the ocean are tho fishes well 
known on the English coast as smooth 
hounds, while tho species on our shores 
are called dog-fish, from the fact that 
when caught they utter a series of 
tiroaks, that is called barking by tho 
fishermen. 


Tlie dog-iish are small sharks, from 


two to three and a halt' feet in length, 
extremely ferocious. 
They travel in 


large packs, exactly like the hounds of 
the shore, and their numbers and their 
ell'oet upon tho fisheries are, perhaps, 
little suspected by thoso not familiar 
with them. While those ocean hounds 
aro seen in vast hordes on our own 
shores, they arc not to be compared 
with those that appear sudJenly and 
without warning in English waters, 
and a bay ton miles wide has been ob- 
served almost completely packed with 
dog-fish, 
representing 
unnumbered 


millions. 
Tho question of tho food 


supply of such a vast body of living 
creatures is a serious one to tho fisher- 


men, 
ns tho edible fish aro cither de- 


voured or driven away by them. 


It was my good fortune, some years 


ago to witness the arrival of tho dog- 
fish on tho Maine coast. It was during 
tho mouth of August. 
Every day tho 


fishermen hail been bringing in largo 
catches of hake, cod and haddock from 
the grounds about ten miles off shore, 
mid the business was prosperous in tho 
extreme. 


I well remember being out myself 


with ft crew, and with trawl and lino 
catches wore luailn that tested to tho 
utmost the capacity of tho boats. This 
WHH on Monday. Tuesday evening I 
strolled down to tho little inlet to 
watch tho boats come in. 
One by one 


tho boats under full sail glided in, not 
so low down as usual. 
Investigation 


showed that they were empty. In an- 
swer to my inquiry, the reply was: 
"Dog-fish." 


This meant that the sea-hounds wero 


ou tho suent, and had come in from 
tho unknown region whore thoy spent 
tho winter, and that the fishing was 
over for tho time being. Not a singlo 
edible lish was brought in, and tho loss 
of hundreds of dollars was entailed 
upon tho fishermen through hooks bit- 
t»n off by tho ferocious creatures that 
had charged upon tho lines, some of 
which wero a mile long, and bore per- 
haps one thousand hooks, anil which 
they had severed as though tho lines 
had been thread. 


It was n gloomy outlook for the 


fishermen, and the next day a com- 
plete change of outfit was made. 
Wire 


was above par for ganging hooks; the 
village church stove was rendered use- 
less, as some one borrowed the wire 
that supported the pipe, anfl two days 
after the dogs had "sot in,"as an old 
Mainer expressed it, all tho fishermen 
were dog-fishing. 


Tho entire bay was alive with tho 


savage hounds, that bit at every avail- 
able object. As soon as a lino was 
dropped over, it was seized, and with 
a jerk the croaking, barking dog-fish 
was swung into the boat. 


I have often held by the line a twelve 


or thirteen-foot man-eater in the South 
while it was towing my boat, and seen 
over the side half a dozen others fol- 
lowing it along aa if waiting for tho 


n their midst; but I think I never ex 
lerieneed the same disagreeable sensa- 
;ion 
as when looking down into the 


clear water off the Maine coast and 
vatching these hounds, so active and 
•eady to rush at the first object that 
loll over. 
They were desperate with 


hunger; a fact which I proved by open- 
ng a large number, in no case finding 
any thing in their stomachs. Thoy 
inng about tho boats, bit at the oars, 
and some of tho sails that had dragged 
overboard were rent and torn by theii 
sharp teeth, and such wore their num- 
bers that tho men had but to stand in 
the boats and harpoon them as they 
appeared. 


For weeks the dories came in loaded 


to the water's edge with these scaven- 


Tho livers wore sold at a cent 


apiece to bo tried out into oil, while 
the farmers came from far and neai 
and carried off tho bodies to uso as 
dressing for the soil. Farther up the 
coast large buildings can bo soon bear- 
ing the sign, "Dog-fish bought and 
sold," or more commonly "Dog-fish 
factory." There are firms who encour- 
age the capture of the dog-fish, buy 
them by the thousand and convert them 
into guano. 


Tho ferocity of "these gigantic pack* 


of hounds has been shown on many an 
occasion. 
Men have been seized by 


them, and I have boon told authentic 
details of such attacks that exceed in 
horror any tales of the man-eater shark. 


The common dolphin, whose daz- 


zling colors when dying so often excitu 
the wonder and admiration of the bo- 
holder, pursues its victims, like tho 
hound, in packs of from four or five to 
a large number. 
They arc found in 


the high seas, and particularly in the 
South, preying upon the llymg fish; a 
number following the fleeing school. 
dashing after them with wonderful 
speed and pressing them so hard tlu>t 
they aro forced to rise into the air and 
soar away, to fall into the jaws of an 
advance guard of tho cunning fishes 
that, from long experience, well under- 
stand their victims' ways and habits. 


Strange to bay, the tables are borne 


times turned, and the fishes themselves 
arc preyed upon by packs of land ani- 
mals. An instance of this is sometimes 
seen in tho great rivers of South Amer- 
ica, where a gigantic lish, perhaps the 
heaviest of all bony fishes, is found — 
tho studis. This great member of the 
finny tribe attains a longLh of twelve 
or thirteen feet, is proportionately 
bulky and robust, and protected by a 
seemingly invulnerable armor of flint- 
like scales; has a large mouth, and is 
endowed with remarkable strength and 
agility; yet it falls a victim to small 
land animals that scorn to delight in 
testing its strength aud endurance. 


Those aquatic hunters are bands of 


South American otters, animals not 
much larger than an ordinary cat, and 
very insignificant when compared to 
tho prey they attack. 
Perhaps they 


are close observers of the habits of tho 
fish which, at certain seasons, comes 
close in shore in shallow water, and 
lies motionless. 
At this time tho ot- 


ters, in packs of from four to a dozen 
or more, creep along the banks, softly 
working their way under tho thick 
growth of tropical vines that often 
hides the shores of those rivers. When 
the great form of the stiulis is scon, thoy 
collect, and, with a sudden dash, rush 
at it 


Tho frightened fish leups high out of 


water in his alarm and terror, but the 
nimble otters seize it in every available 
part, and sometimes every fin, as tho 
monster rises, has a pendant river 
hound, while others swim aud divo 
about, watching for an opportunity to 
aid in tho capture. 


Often tho great lish succeeds in shak- 


ing off his enemies by furiously dart- 
ing away; but, as the otters are ena- 
bled to remain beneath the surface for 
some time without air, by clinging to 
the great game, they ultimately wear 
it out. 
Sometimes, in tho first blind 


rush, it runs ashore upon a sandbar; 
but, as a rule, it reaches tho deep 
waters, and darts hero and thero, 
dragging 
the plucky hounds, until 


finally, its strength exhausted and un- 
able to reach them, it succumbs, and 
is soon destroyed. 


To return to the fishes: Many of the 


mackerel tribe in southern waters seek 
their prey in packs, 01: .schools, and in 
tho vicinity of Yucatan I have stood 
in water throe foot deep, completely 
hedged in by a mass of fish from one to 
two foet long, that 
wore so intent 


upon tho capture of smaller fish, which 
they had driven ashore, that they paid 
not tho slightest attention to me. 1 
have seized them and tossed 
Ihcrn 


upon tho beach by dozens, while in 
the frenzy and excitement of the chase 
many dashed out of the water. The 
noise created by thesu charges could 
be distinctly heard a. long way, and 
was a remarkable example <>f the ef- 
fect of excitement upon 
Ibis larger 


lish, as they were totally without fear. 
Numerous other instances could 
be 


cited to illustrate the system of hunl- 
ing among tho m:\nnr animals, but. 
these are suffu-irnt to hhmv tin
